Following is text of a telegram to Jewish Agency New 
York received on February 15th from Ben Gurion and communicated 
to me by Shertok who comments "your attention is respectfully 
drawn to this cable in that it reflects the rapidly increasing 
gravity of the situation in Palestine". 


2. Text Begins, 


According best available information, direct observa- 
tions and inference from a large number of facts, entire 
initiative and direction of forces of war against us has 
passed into hands of armed forces of neighbouring countries 
who are continually sending numerous groups across northern 
and eastern frontiers including Transjordan. Th:se are well 
equipped and well supplied fighting contingents under 
command of well educated Arab officers assisted by Europeans, 
mainly German experts. practically no attempts are being 
made by Palestine Government or British army to prevent 
their entry in concentration in important strategic centres. i 
We expect serious attacks slthough naturally no detailed 
information is available about targets and ways of attack. 
Jaffa had tried through British intermediaries to secure 
peace agreement with Tel Aviv. Now Jaffa is under Arab 
Commander from abroad who stopped peace talks. When 
Commander told by Mayor of Jaffa that without agreement Jaffa 
will be entirely destroyed he answered, "I do not mind 
destruction of Jaffa if we secure destruction of Tel Aviv". 
Time is most decisive factor. Urge immediate international
